The South Dakota Association of 
the Deaf celebrated the first quarter 
of a century of its establishment at 
the regular convention meeting at 
Lake Madi.son, June 24th-29lh, in- 
clusive. 

Lake Madison is an ideal conven- 
tion place — a Chautauqua resort 
three miles from the city of Madisoft 
and some fifty miles northwest of 
Sioux Fall.s. The lake is a beauti- 
ful expanse of water about nine 
miles long and tliree mik-B wide. It 
is a coming summer resort for the 
northwest, and has already arrived 
to a- considerable extent. The hotel 
and cottage facilities, in addition to 
the permanent residences*, are ampk- 
for the accommodation of largely 
attendtd conventions The rales, 
also, are most reason.ible Instead 
of flocking to expensive anfl crovd- 
ed hotels in the heart of the busi- 
ness districts of large cities, during 
the heated period, why not try a 
Cool lake resort — Lake Madi.son for 
a starter. The N. A. D and N F.

I would say not twenty 
per cent acquire such speech imd 
those only after hard work of the 
entire school years allotted Pupils 
are taught language express them- 
selves in writing, or by finger spell- 
ing, to conimunicale with otliers 
They are not relieved of their si- 
lent handic-ip t^y any nieanh, aid 
they do not become [tractically nor- 
mal, although that is the hope in 
leaching them. They are and will 
l>e dependent on pencil and writing 
pad for tlieir "talk" to others. 

A large per cent of the educators 
of the deaf c'aim to have <li>'pohed 
of signs foi the deaf, l>nl in doing 
so they have cut off mercib-hsly a 
great part of the deaf child's means 
of communication, alihongh they 
seem to think he has become nor- 
mal if he doesn't make sijrns He 
hiinply does with<)Ut and does not 
accomplish wliat he could with 
xiifns, his natural effort lo make 
himself understood. They cut off 
signs, which they themselves do not 
understand aud will not learn, and 
do uot realiz" the harm and the 
hardship worked upon the doaf 
theret>y. 

I will never cease to cry out 
against the deaf l»eing depilved ol 
signs, since I know what they mea^ 
to them I consider the so culled 
advance methods of teaching with- 
out signs as l>nl little shoit of 
criminal, no matter how large a pei- 
cent^ge of educators of the deaf 
decide otherwise. 

I would indeed kte glao for eveiy 
deaf child to become entirely 
normal, but the gates of sil.-nce 
have shut on the great bulk of 



them, an ' ihey suffer a b>indicap 
that is flfeidfu' never! heless they 
S'Pm hHpj)> :ujil do smile in spite 
of it all. 

G< ort'ia needH lo i/ivinore for 
thu school to accommodate the 
entire deaf school pi^pulation, and 
these will lie caied for and greatly 
beneft e I by learninu language, to l)e 
able to read and wiile and to learn 
a trade whereby they may earn a 
liveliliood. Some may learn to 
talk, a little, l)ut precious few.
